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Editorial- 



With the present issue the Outlook 
reaches its eleventh number. In other 
words the Session is more than half over, 
and the Editorial Board feel that the 
end of their labours i^ in sight* It is 
not, however, our intention to deliver 
our validictory just vet, and it is with 
another purpose that we pen this edi- 
orial. 



When the present Editorial Board 
entered on its work the College paper 
was practically dead. To them fell the 
task of deciding whether the Outlook 
should be decently buried, or whether 
an effort should be made to bring it once 
more to life. Aiter weighty deliberation 
it was decided to give the paper <>ne 
more chance, and the Board accordingly 
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set to work. The first problem that met 
them was in the management of the 
paper, wherein it was evident the fatal 
defect existed. 

There were two chief points where 
reform appeared necessary. The Board 
was tQO small to perform the work, and 
it had to work with (or against) an 
entirely independent Business Bdard. 
Why this system of a double board 
should have been introduced in the case 
of McGili publications is a mystery. 
Each board works towards its own 
interests and between them the publica- 
tion, be it Outlook or " Annual," fares 
hard. 

• The first step, therefore, was to com- 
bine the two boards, thus making their 
interest identical, and then each Faculty 
wa< asked to elect another member, 
bringing the total strength of the Board 
to fifteen. 

We feel that the wisdom of these 
steps has since been justified, but the 
footing of the Outlook still remains 
rather precarious, and we should like to 
see it ti mil y established before handing 
it over to our successors. 

The chief weakness remains as before 
in the method of management. Even 
with the changes that have been made, 
the Board will probably continue to be 
com posed each year of entirely new 
men, all chosen by the haphazard way 
of election by the various Undergra- 
duate bodies. 

It has been several times remarked 
that it would be advisable for the Alma 
Mater Society to undertake the manage- 
ment of the College paper. We think 
this is the logical outcome of the forma- 
tion of such a society. In any case 
some change should and probably will 
be made before next year. 

The most obvious remedy for present 
defects seems to lie in the choice by the 
retiring Editorial Board each year of at 
least a portion of the next Board. The 
Editorial Board necessarily come in 
contact with nearly all those men who 
are willing and able to help the College 
paper, and this plan, which is the one 
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persue 1 at nearly all important colleges 
across the line, would practici * i t 
any capable man who wishes for a posi- 
tion on the Board to obtain it, which 
is not always possible under the present 
mode of election (we have only to cite 
k the likely case of two good men in the 
same class as an illustration.) 

To come to the point,— there are at 
present thirteen members on the Board- 
that is there are two vacancies. Acting 
from the above reasons the Hoard ha< 
decided to ask for candidates for the 
positions. The position offers excellent 
training for any who have literary 
aspirations and does not involve ex- 
tremely hard work. In addition to this 
the successful candidate would almost 
certainly be able to obtain a position on 
the Board next year if he so desired. 

It has been stated that at McGill there 
is not enough interest in college journal- 
ism to make this plan of election by the 
Board possible. It is partly to as- 
certain whether this is the case, and we 
hope to disprove the statement and 
partly to promote such a spirit that we 
have decided on this step. 

At many of the large Colleges a posi- 
tion on the College paper is a much- 
sought- for and highly prized distinction, 
and we cannot see why the same should 
not one day be the case at McGill. 

We hope, therefore, that little diffi- 
culty will be experienced in tilling the 
positions, and we would urge every man 
with literary talent to apply. 

Names of intending candidates should 
be submitted at once to the Editorial 
Board, and the results will be decided 
on the basis of quality and amount of 
the work sent in. 

Once again we would ask every 
student who has talent in this direction 
to send in his name. 



Mr. John R. Mott. wh<) will lectnre 

before the University in Mofeoi) Hall on 
Saturday evening is the executive 
head of the World's Student Federa- 
tion. On graduating from Cornell in 
1888, it was his intention to accept 
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a Fellowship which had been offered 
him, and to spend two years in Ger- 
many studying Philosophy, bnt through 
the influence of J. K. K. Studd, the 
famous Cambridge cricketer, he was 
induced to give his lime to work among 
ihe students in the Colleges of North 
America. Be has been offered professor- 
ships in two of the principal universities 
in the United Slates, and has declined, 
to accept the presidency of another. 
He has also refused a call to a similar 
position in one of the denominational 
Colleges. In 1898, as a recognition of his 
distinguished services to the students of 
the world, Yale conferred upon Mr. 
Mott the degree of Master of Arts. 

The remarkabie succe>s of Mr. Mott 
on this continent has made him much 
sought after in the student centres of 
Europe and Asia. He has taken two 
journeys around the world, one of which 
took two years to complete ; has made a 
very careful study of the student classes 
in some thirty countries, and has come 
into close touch with the life in over 
eight hundred institutions of higher 
learning. The large audiences that have 
listened to his addresses at Edinburgh, 
oxford, Harvard and Yale are a tribute 
to his eloquence.

The new Gvmnasium Fund has at last 
reached the $900 mark, and unless sub- 
scriptions come in a little faster than they 
have been doing during the last month, 
it seems likely to stay there. Of the 
amount so far subscribed, Science has 
given over one-half, and Arts very 
nearly one third. 

In proportion to the number of men 
in the different Faculties, Science has 
given $500 for 287 men, or an average of 
§1.74 per man. Arts $276 for 174 men, 
or $1.58 per man. Medicine has given 
$157 for 420 men, or 37c. per man. Law 
has given $L0 for 40 men, or 25c. per 
num. It will thus be seen that 
Medicine, the largest Faculty, lias just 
given thirty-seven cents per man towards 
the Fund. We give these figures as a 
gentle reminder to the Medicals and 
Law men. 

Is it not time for them to brace up, 
and do their duty, as exemplified by 
Arts and Science ? 



PRINCIPAL ^acVICAR. 

The January number of the "Pres- 
byterian College Journal," issued in 
memory of Principal MacVicar, has 
just been received. It contains the 
funeral addresses and a series of 
papers dealing with the late Prin- 
cipal, as an Administrator, Preacher, 
Churchman, Theologian and his re- 
lation to the missions of the church, 
and also an appreciation, by the Rev. 
.1. R. Dobson, HA. B.D. 

In addition to his necessarily close 
Connection with MHiill as Principal 
ot an affiliated college. Dr. MacVicar 
was also one of the fellows of the 
University, and we feel that Mr. 
Dobsori's article appeals not only to 



the students of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege, but to all University men. We 
therefore publish it, in part, as fol- 
lows:— 

Some fifteen years ago I saw the 
worthy Principal for the first time. 
Although then nearing three score 
years, he was full of life and vigour; 
evidently for him there was no "dead 
line of fifty." He was a man of com- 
manding and imposing presence; his 
eye was keen and penetrating, his 
mouth firm, his forehead wide and 
lofty, his long silver beard gave a 
patriarchal dignity to his face, his at- 
tire showed the strictest neatness and 
propriety. These traits, along with a 
certain degree of sternness and severity 
in the countenance, strongly suggested 
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to me the face of the Scottish Reform- 
er, of whom it was said "he never fear- 
ed the face of man." The first time I 
was privileged to listen to his public 
utterances a deep impression was made 
on my mind. None of us will forget 
that diction so full of potent words; 
his vocabulary was ample, yet every 
word seemed carefully chosen, and was 
applied with great accuracy; every sen- 
tence went right to the heart of his 
subject. 

To form a true estimate of his men- 
tal and spiritual qualities is a task of 
great difficulty. There was a multitu- 
dinous variety about -him, and an adap- 
tability which made him appear all 
things to all men; the strong and fear- 
less denouncer of wrongdoing; the 
polished, cultured gentleman at home 
with the leaders of society and intel- 
lect; the councillor and friend of the 
poor; the man of strong convictions, 
with beetling brow attacking opinions 
he held to be erroneous, and the kind 
friend and genial companion with deep 
veins of humour, and wealth of anecdote, 
enlivening the passing hour. He was a 
striking and interesting personality in 
every phase of life in which he appear- 
ed, and, though not faultless in char- 
acter, we can say without exaggera- 
tion, "He was a man, take him for 
all in all, we shall not look upon his 
like a^ain." 

He was a man intensely interested In 
his students; no detail of their life was 
too insignificant for his consideration ; 
lie desired to be helpful to them in 
every difficulty, and invited them to 
come to him as a counsellor and guide. 

What numbers came to that study 
for help ! Some lonely and despairing, 
some discouraged with the hard work 
at "McGill/ 5 some in doubt about their 
call and fitness for the work, many in 
financial straits burdened with the fear 
of debt. Many a young man entered 
that office with clouded face and heavy 
heart, and came forth feeling that the 
burden was lifted, and that light was 
shining in darkness. 

Another feature which stood out 
prominent in his life and work was 



his great love, reverence for, and belief 
in the Bible. He accepted the scriptures 
in the Old and New Testament as the 
oniy infallible rule of faith and prac- 
tice in religious things. He believed in 
discovering the doctrines of his creed, 
and the duties of his life, from an 
ohaustive examination of the whole 
book; he was an uncompromising op- 
ponent of any theory which seemed to 
him to lower the inspiration of scrip- 
ture. 

The feature of the Principal's char- 
acter most noticeable of all was per- 
haps his tireless industry and unflagging 
zeal in performing work. What an 
amount he accomplished in his day! 
Thirty-three years ago. when he was 
appointed Principal of the Presby- 
terian College, Montreal, there were no 
buildings, no endowments and no pro- 
fessional staff. To him was given the 
task of founding and building up a 
college. The institution as it now stands, 
with its handsome and commodious 
buildings, its large endowments, its 
strong teaching staff, were largely the 
results of his indomitable efforts. 

He prepared for his lectures most 
carefully; he steadfastly resisted the 
temptation to compile and write a set 
of lectures, and deliver this same set 
of lectures year after year without 
change; lie was continually cutting out. 
adding and transforming what he had 
pieviously written. We all felt that he 
was devoting every gift to place before 
his classes theVery essence of his high- 
est thinking and reading. He felt it 
would be dishonest to fritter away and 
dissipate his energies in subjects not 
bearing particularly on his own sub- 
jects. 

How fitting was the close and cul- 
mination of that earnest, diligent life; 
what a busy day was that on which he 
died; hurrying to his study he sat down 
for a few moments' review of the lec- 
ture he was about to deliver to his 
waiting pupils, but in a moment the 
machinery of life ran down; silently, 
painlessly his strong spirit went out to 
larger spheres of labour, and Lifftttless 
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fields of knowledge. It seemed fitting 
that his busy life should end in that 
upper room, where his most patient, 
tireless work was done; it was fitting 
that his work should have been spread 
out before him. His death scene was 
the spirit of his whole life repeated with 
a thousandfold emohasis. 



THE WORK DONE BY THE 
HEART. 

The heart has figuratively been liken- 
ed to a pump that forces its living li- 
quid through living pipes, to parts that 
transfer this liquid, and the force ex- 
pended by the pump, into stored tip 
energy. And it is a most remarkable 
pump, which, controlled by a tireless 
nervous mechanism, continues tp work 
rhythmically through a lifetime. 

The heart has been spoken of as a 
fiery horse straining and tugging to 
v ork faster, but controlled and mo- 
derated by its skilful and* economical 
rider the Cardio-Inhibitory Centre in 
the Medulla, whose reins are the two 
7\igi nerves. 

But neither of these figurative com- 
parisons could possibly convey to the 
mind of the investigator the proper 
idea of the unparalleled mechanism, or 
cf the vast amount of work, compara- 
tively speaking, done by this perfect 
organ. Neither the work performed by 
an inanimate pump no£ the ungeneral- 
cd energy of a hard-working horse 
could suggest in any completeness the 
great force with which, night and day, 
the blood is expelled by the spiral ar- 
rangement in these ventricular walls, 
as if it were propelled by wringing or 
twisting the wall of the cavity. 

According to a celebrated physiolog- 
ist, Lainnec, the size of the heart is 
about equal to the closed fist of the 
individual and its mean weight is about 
9 to to oz. When we then consider 
its small size we marvel at the great 
numbers which are necessary to ex- 
press "work done" and "the output of 



the heart" for any certain definite time. 

And again, when we consider chat 
in this time the work done is not as 
a spurt made by a runner for a hun- 
dred yards when he tries to break a 
record, but work that the heart does 
normally in every living individual, the 
results seem all the more marvellous. 
We have seen that even the heart of 
the common squid has certain definite 
intricate duties to perform and is by 
no means an organ to be despised. 
And how infinitely higher in the scale 
is the human heart ! 

In calculating "work done" by the 
heart, we get a much better idea in- 
knowing how much liquid the pump 
has to work on, and by understanding 
that by increasing the pressure in this 
liquid at every beat, the circulation, is 
kept up. Two deftly constructed instru- 
ments, ist. a cordiometer, and, 2nd, a 
modification of the stromuhr, as de- 
scribe in the American text-book, have 
been devised, each of which make the 
amount of blood forced out during 
each systole, or the "contraction volume," 
or, as it is more commonly called, the 
"pulse-volume^ a matter of simple cal- 
culation. Experiments show that the 
amount forced out in i beat of the 
heart varies from 50 to 190 grammes 
(averaging about 100 grammes, or a 
little over three ounces by weight), and 
is about 1.53 of the entire blood. We 
then take 100 grammes as the average 
pulse-volume. 

Commencing then to calculate the ex- 
act amount of work done, we must 
consider the forces that the heart has 
to overcome before one drop of blood 
leaves the ventricle. 

Firstly, then, a force required neces- 
sary to overcome the strong arterial 
pressure which resists the opening of 
the semilunar valves. 

Secondly, the elasticity of the lungs 
and the intra, thoracic pressure tends 
to dilate the ventricles, which tendency 
hinders to some extent their contrac- 
tion-. 
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Thirdly, when the blood is ejected 
there is some small force expended in 
imparting to the blood a certain veloc- 
ity. 

The next consideration to come 
under our notice is the remarkable 
alacrity with which the blood com- 
pletes the circulation of the entire body, 
for since 1-53 of the entire blood is 
forced out by one contraction, it re- 
quires only 53 beats to have the entire 
blood pass through the heart. And 
this we see takes less time than one 
minute in a normal heart beating 72 
times per minute. 

Each ventricle has a different amount 
of work to do, the right less than the 
left; inasmuch as the force required to 
send blood through the pulmonary sys- 
tem is only about 1-3 of that necessary 
to force the blood through the sys- 
temic circulation. 

To calculate the work done by each 
ventricle, we multiply the weight of 
the pulse-volume, which is the same for 
both right and left, and averages 100 
grammes by the pressure or force put 
forth to eject it, which force is differ- 
ent for each ventricle. If a canula 
with a long tube attached be placed 
in the right ventricle, the blood rises 
to a height of .988 or almost 1 metre; 
whereas, in the left ventricle, where 
the pressure is higher, the blood rises 
to a height of about 2.567 metres. Now 
what does this mean, and how can we 
convert this fact into figures express- 
ing pressure? It means that the force 
exerted by the right and left ventricles 
is sufficient to lift a column of blood to 
the height of .988 metres and 2.567 
metres respectively. In other words, 
the measure of the pressure in the 
right ventricle is .988 metres and in the 
left is 2.567 metres. 

Multiplying each of these numbers 
then by 100, which is its number of gram- 
mes in the average pulse-volume, we 
get, in grammetres, the work done at 
each systole of the heart; which is 98.8 
grammetres for the right ventricle, and 



2S6.7 grammetres for the left ventricle. 
This makes a total of 355-5 gram- 
metres of "work done" by both ven- 
tricles in one single beat. We will 
first calculate the work of each ven- 
tricle, then the work of both combined. 

In one beat the right ventricle per- 
forms the work of 98.8 grammetres, 
which is the energy capable of lifting 
a weight of 98.8 grammes, 1 metre in 
height. 

In 1 minute, or 7^ heart beats, the 
right ventricle does the work equal to 
72 times 98.8 grammetres — 7113.6 
grammetres or 7.II36 kilogrammes, 
which is that 'force necessary to raise 
7. 1 136 kilogrammes, 1 metre in height. 
This we see is considerable, as 7- II 36 
kilogrammes is equal to about 15 1-4 lbs. 

For example : — 

The work done by the heart in 3-4 of 
afl hour would be sufficient to lift an 
ordinary man weighing 150 pounds 
from the ground floor of this Medical 
building to his seat in the back row 
of this room. 

In 1 1-4 hour's it could lift one of 
us from the front entrance to the top 
of one of the copper towers on our 
Medical building. 

If an apparatus could be devised t(. 
register the amount of work done by 
the hearts of 90 of us here in this 
room, w r e would find that it would be 
equal to about, in 1 single minute, 1-2 
a horse-power, or could lift a weight 
of 16,500 lbs., or 8 1-4 tons, 1 foot 
from the ground. 

In 1 minute the work done by the 
hearts of 68 men would be sufficient to 
lift a whole football team 5 feet off 
the ground. 

In 10 hours, the work done by the 
heart of one single man equals 110,000 
foot-pounds, and would be the force 
necessary to project his own body, at 
a uniform velocity, to a height of 800 
feet in the space of 1 minute. 

In 2 days it would be sufficient to 
raise him over 3,000 feet in the air 
(considerably more than half a mile), 
during one minute, 35 miles an hour. 
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Or as Stewart has ably put it, "The 
work of the two ventricles for 24 hours 
is about 27,000 kilogrammetres, which 
i-; enough to raise a weight of half a 
stone from the bottom of the deepest 
mine in the world to the top of the 
highest mountain." 

The investigator very naturally asks, 
what becomes of all this energy and 
force? We know from the law of con- 
servation of energy that energy can 
neither be created or destroyed. The 
answer is that the work done by the 
heart is converted by the friction in 
the blood vessels to heat, which is meas- 
ured by calories; and during one hour, 
if it were possible to measure, we would 
find that this force had been changed 
into 2,600 calories and for 24 hours 
about 63,000 calories. And this heat 
supplies us with our bodily energy. 

What a marvellous organ is the 
heart !

THE HOCKEY OUTLOOK 

At presenl the one topic of con- 
versation al the rink and about Col- 
lege is the prospects of McGill in 
Hockey, On paper these prospects 
appear brighl and we only hopfe that 
on the tee they will appear equally 
so. In the captain, if only lie sticks 
to the team of his Alma Mater, we 
have an undoubted treasure. Of last 
year's team, there remain Andrews, 
Gnaedinger, ¥oung, Mbjson, Brown 
and Drinkwatcr. Besides these; there 
are the men who just failed to make 
th e 7 last winter, namely Wnrtele, 



Fortin, Crawford, Gale. The mos1 
promising new men are Lindsay, 
Phillips, Ryan and Brown (Science 
'06). 

The personnel of this year's team has 
not yet been definitely decided upon. 
Of the old players, only Andrews and 
Molson are certain of places, the 
former at right wing, the latter at 
point. For goal, Lindsay is easily 
better than Fred Brown, and as 
Lockerby is not playing, he is prac- 
tically certain of the position. Phil- 
lips is the best cover-point that Mc- 
Gill has ever possessed. Of the for- 
wards, the only positions that have 
so tar been decided upon are centre 
and right wing. The former has been 
given to Ryan, who is distinctly the 
best shot that we have, while An- 
drews continues at the latter. For 
the other two positions the candidates 
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are numerous, and it will be a 
matter of great difficulty to pick the 
best men. Roth Gnaedinger and 
Young will have to take a decided 
"brace" if they wish to retain their 
places. Neither are up to their form 
of last year. The whole hockey 
squad, at present, lacks training, but 
two or three good practices at the 
Arena, besides the daily play on our 
own rink, should work wonders. 

The one great fault and weakness 
of all McGill's hockey in the past 
has been the lack of team play on 
the part of the players. This fact is 
fully recognized by the hockey ex- 
ecutive, who are doing their level best 
to correct the evil. If the men once 
learn to have confidence in one an- 
other, and to play for the team, and 
given as many for the team, and not 
for persona] glory, there should be 
no difficulty in our winning the 
championship. 

On Friday of this week we are 
scheduled to play our old hockey 
rivals, "Queen's/' Judging from the 
decisive victory they gained over 
'Varsity last week, it is safe to 
assert that the Queen's Hockey Team 
is keeping up the standard of form- 
er years, and that they are out 
for the championship, as well as we, 
verb. sap. 

The game at the "Arena," on the 
evening of the twenty-third, bids fair 
to be a close and exciting contest, and 
we reiterate the old, but ever timely 
advice, that "every student should 
make it a duty to be on hand and 
help the team to win." 



QUEEN'S TEAM. 

In view of the great interest mani- 
fested in the approaching match, the 
Outlook has secured the following 
information about the Queen's team 
ftom a well-known Kingston hockey 
player : — 

Queen's have a good defence, while 



the forward line, well balanced, but not 
good enough for senior company. They 
have no one on the forward line who 
shoots well. Merril, the cover-point, is 
the only man who can really shoot, and 
he takes too long a time about it. 
The first man to be marked is 
Richardson ; he is fast and a very good 
stick handler and dodger; there is, 
however, little to choose between the 
four forwards. This is Knight's third 
winter on the first team. It is Wilson's 
second season. Richardson makes his 
bow to the public in senior company 
this winter, a good man, fast skater and 
a clean player. Walsh is also in his 
first season in senior company; he is 
not specially good, but is an all-round 
man. 

Merril, at cover, has been with 
Queen's for seven years, and is one 
of the best in the business. 

McDowall (Capt.), at point, is a 
good man, but needs watching, as he is 
inclined to trip and play a dirty game. 
He has played with Queen's first for 
two seasons, and also plays quarter on 
the football XV. He is specially good 
at stopping a rush, but cannot take the 
puck down the ice well with him. 

Mills, in goal, is at his second seasori 
with Queen's; a good goal, but very 
dirty and needs watching. 

As to Queen's general method of 
play, it is somewhat as follows— on 
making a rush, if the puck is taken in 
the corner, one of the wings (depending 
on which side of the rink the puck is) 
drops back, and either the center or 
cover goes into the corner and tries to 
pass back to the wing man to shoot. 
The wing does not get in front of 
goal, but keeps near the edge of the 
rink, waiting to have the center or 
cover pass back to him. Occasionally 
the wing man goes in the corner and 
the center or cover drops back. Of 
course, sometimes (depending on cir- 
cumstances) the man in the corner will 
pass the puck right over in front of 
goal to a man who is supposed always 
t<» be waiting there, either center or 
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cover. The only way to block this 
play is simply for the men to cover 
their chicks all the time, and host 
especially directly in front of goal. 

Queen's centre seldom loses the 
face, and should be marked especially 
En a face near the opponent's goal, as 
he will probably get the puck and pass 
ii back to one of his men for a shot. 

The teams which will play in Mont- 
real will probably be as follows: 

Mills, goal, weight 140 lbs., age 21. 

McDowall (Capt.), point, weight 145 
lbs., age 24. 

Merril, cover, weight 155-160 lbs., age 
24. 

Knight, centre, weight 135 lbs., age 23. 
Wilson, centre, weight 140 lbs., age 19. 
Richardson, wing, weight 135 lbs, age 
19. 

Walsh, wing, weight 135 lbs., age 18. 

Dalton, M.D., B.A., may play in- 
stead of Walsh; if he does he is a good 
man. 

The team, as a whole, is not in good 
condition, and if McGill has any sort 
of a team at all, they should win. They 
want to tire Queen's out at the start.

lie in goals." Despite these little incon- 
veniences of rules, the teams may be 
hoped to be soon in working order The 
Junior Team is ready ; the Sophomores 
and Freshmen are forming, and probably 
the Seniors will soon be heard from. 



FOOTBALL. 

Varsity and the Burnside Rules. 

in regard to the rumour that 'Var- 
sity would withdraw from the C.I.R. 
F.F. because the Union had refused 
to adopt the Burnside rules, the 
'Varsity comes out with the follow- 
ing:-!. 

"It is not at all probable that To- 
ronto will withdraw from the Union 
she was largely instrumental in orga- 
nizing, hut she would like more favour- 
able consideration at that Union's 
hands. For several years our repre- 
sentatives have been striving to im- 
prove college football in Canada, and 
their support of the Burnside Rules 
is not a new thing, nor is it occa- 
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Bioned by our Failure to win the 
championship this year, ;is some of 
our good friends In Kingston and 
Montreal suggest. It has been felt 
for some time that the public interest 
in football was being killed by the 
continuous scrimmaging and con- 
sequent lack of exciting play, to 
which the game has degenerated. 
Now it takes a lot of money to run 
a football team, and, as that money 
must conic from the public, every 
effort should be made to retain their 
interest in the sport. A most satis- 
factory solution of this problem was 
found in the Burnside Rules, and U. 
of T., after giving the rules a trial 
in the Muloek Cup series for two 
years, moved for their adoption in 
the C.I.R.F.U. The motion was de 
feated through the opposition of 
Queen's and Mcixill; so the colleges 
will play under the old rough-and- 
tumble scrimmage rules again next 
year, while the O.R.F.U. has adopted 
the snap-back rules which were 
drawn up by a college man. 

The University of Toronto football 
team will thus, by remaining in the 
Intercollegiate Union, have to endure 
the opposition of the O.R.F.U. team 
in Toronto, which will, no doubt, get 
by far the larger share of public 
patronage on account of playing an 
Infinitely superior game from the 
spectators' point of view. 

Let us repeat that there is little 
probability of Toronto's withdra wing 
from the C.I.R.F.U. But still we 
feel that the Union has not consult 
ed its best interests in rejecting the 
U. of T. proposal. Moreover, the 
Union is not an everlasting body, 
and, to insure its permanence, it 
must give an unbiased consideration 
to the earnest and proper demands of 
its members/' 

It is very gratifying to McGill 
men to learn that the rumour, that 
Toronto University had withdrawn 
from the O.I.RiF.U, is unfounded, and 



that in all probability they will still 
be with us next season. But some 
of the other statements made above 
are, to say the least, "jarring." 

The writer evidently considers 
that 'Varsity has not received fair 
play at the hands of the Union. We 
should like to know how a more "un- 
biased consideration" to "her earnest 
and proper demands" could be given 
than by a thorough discussion of the 
questions at issue by competent 
critics, both inside and without the 
Collegiate Union. That the motion 

w;is defeated through the < >) >position 

of Queen's and McGill seems to be 
regarded almost as a criminal ac- 
tion. 

How else, pray, was the matter 
to be decided, if not by a vote of the 
teams composing the Union? 

As for the "Burnside Rules'' being 
the best solution of the present foot- 
ball problem, we believe there is 
some difference of opinion on this 
point. 

The champion team of Canada 
dors not think so, nor do the cham- 
nion teams of any of the different 
Canadian leagues. 

As a matter of fact, the game of 
football, as played under the Burn- 
side Rules, is neither flesh, fish, nor 
good red herring. 

It is a sort of mixture of the 
American and Canadian games, with- 
out the advantages of either. The 
only teams who are in favour of the 
rules are a few in Western Ontario. 
Surely we have enough varieties of 
football already without adding 
another. If the game, as at present 
played in Ontario and Quebec, is un- 
satisfactory, why not try the style 
played in all others parts of Canada, 
in England, Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales, and in every other part of 
the British Empire where football is 
played, 

We never hear complaints from any 
of these places.

SCIENCE MEN HAVE EXCITING

Fiercest Contest of the Season 
takes place outside Engineer- 
ing Building— Freshmen photo- 
graph the cause. 

The serene and mathematical pre- 
cision of the Engineering students was 
violently oscillated on Friday morning 
by one of the snappiest and longest 
scraps that have occurred in the history 
of McGill. While '05 were listening 10 
a lecture on impact of bodies and 
velocity curves, etc., the verdant 
youths of '06 decided . to immortalize 
their open and childlike visages on the 
sensitized pasteboard, but (recalling the 
last report of '06) "what was every- 
body's business'' proved to be very 
much of the Sophomores' business. 

Six or eight Sophomores who 
had tarried later than their fellows 
in the reading-room and saw the 
Freshies securely clustered on the 
steps of the' Engineering building, 
and shocked beyond measure that 
they should so far forget their 
academic standing as to consult 
a photographer before first consulting 
their superiors, decided to give them a 
lesson.

With this end in 
view the Alma Mater Society was 
asked by Medicine to undertake the 
management of the whole matter, 
and the Society then communicated 
wit h the various Undergraduate! 
bodies with the aforesaid result. 

Owing to the late date at which 
the matter was decided, it has not 
yet been possible to make final ar- 
rangements. The commemoration 



will take the form of the students 
of each Faculty placing a wreath on 
the statue of Queen Victoria in Vic- 
toria square. 

The students will assemble at the 
College on Thursday morning, lec- 
tures being suspended for the pur- 
pose. They will then march down 
in procession, formed according to 
Faculties and Years, and possibly 
headed by a band. Arrived at the 
statue, the wreaths will be deposit- 
ed, and "God Save the Queen" will 
be sung. Principal Peterson may be 
asked, also, to say a few words. 

Notices giving full information will 
be posted as soon as the arrange- 
ments are completed, and ii is earn- 
estly hoped that a large number of 

Students will attend.

The Royal military College. 

THERE are few national institutions of more value and in- 
terest to the eountry than the Royal Military College at 
Kingston. At the same time its object and the work it is 
accomplishing are not sufficiently understood by the general 
public. 

The College is a Government institution, designed primar- 
ily for the purpose of giving the highest technical instruc- 
tions in all branches of military science to cadets and officers 
of Canadian Militia. In fact, it is intended to take the place 
in Canada of the English Woolwich and Sandhurst and the 
American West Point. 

The Commandant and military instructors are all officers on- 
tbe active list of the Imperial army, lent for tbe purpose, and 
in addition there is a complete staff of professors for tbe civil 
subjects which form such a large proportion of the College 
course. 

Whilst the College is organized on a strictly military basis 
the cadets receive in addition to their military studies a 
thoroughly practical, scientific and sound training in all 
subjects that are essential to a high and general modern 
education. 

The course in mathematics is very complete and a thorough 
grounding is given in the subjects of Civil Engineering, Civil 
and Hydrographic Surveying, Physics, Chemistry, French 
and English. 

The object of the College course is thus to give the cadets 
a training which shall thoroughly equip them for either a 
military or civil career. 

The st rict discipline maintained at the College is one of the 
most valuable features of the system. As a result of it 
young men acquire habits of obedience and self-control and 
consequently of self-reliance and command, as well as 
experience in controlling and handling their fellows. 

In addition, the constant practice ot gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures good health and tine 
physical condition. 

An experienced medical officer is in attendance at the 
College daily* 

Five commissions in the Imperial regular army are annual- 
ly awarded as prizes to the cadets. 

The length of course is three years, in three terms of 9{ 
months' residence each. 

The total cost of the three years* course, including board, 
uniforms, instructional material, and all extras, is from 9750 
to $800. 

The annual competitive examination for admission to the 
College will take place at the headquarters of the several 
military districts in which candidates reside, in May of each 
year.
